TRYING HARD TO END 


(By United Press) 


Washington, July 20.—The state 


department began an investigation 
today of the Orduna incident. 
It 


asked the treasury departmet to se- 
cure through customs officials affida- 
vits by the Cunard's crew and pas-! 
sengers and such other information as 
is available concerning the reported 
submarine attack on the vessel. This 
followed receipt of a letter from W. C. 
Thompson, of Chicago, an official of 
the federal government, an Orduna 
passenger, referring to the affair 
Thompson did not claim to have per- 
sonal knowledge of the torpedo at- 
tack but said he was awakened in his 
state room by the firing of shots pre- 
sumably from the submarine. 
Secre- 


tary Lansing said his department was 
still without information to substan- 


e the story that torpedo was fired 


at the Orduna without warning. 


Mr. Thompson is a member of the 


federal industrial relations commis- 
sions and was returning on the Or- 
dnna from Great Britain where he had 
been pursuing investigations of in- 
dustrial conditions at the instance of 
the goverment. Upon his arrival at 
New York he stated to newspaper 
men that he would make the atack 
the subject of a report to the govren- 
men. 


It is believed here that if the state- 


ments obtained by the treasury de- 
partment coincide with those made by 
officers of the Orduna and passengers 
on board the vessel on her arrival, the 
state department will ask the German 
government to explain the attack.

Russia proper," says the latest stat- 
ment issued by the National Geo- 
graphic Societl upon the war geo- 
graphy of Europe. 


"The country traversed by the riv- 


er Bug offers many advantages for 
obstinate defense. Along much of its 
course, the river's banks are 
very 


riffieult, and the country beside for 
stretches is heavily 
wooded. Ex- 


tremely bad roads, and lake, 
pond 


and marsh by the way add to labors 
of military advance here. 


"This river forms 
one 
of 
th<- 


strongest lines of defense 
in 
tho 


west of the Russian Empire. A net- 
work of feeding railways are laid to 
pour men and munitions into any sec- 
tion of this line from any 
interior 


point in the Empire. From Petro- 
grad to Odessa, railways

Russia proper," says the latest stat- 
ment issued by the National Geo- 
graphic Societl upon the war geo- 
graphy of Europe. 


"The country traversed by the riv- 


er Bug offers many advantages for 
obstinate defense. Along much of its 
course, the river's banks are 
very 


riffieult, and the country beside for 
stretches is heavily 
wooded. Ex- 


tremely bad roads, and lake, 
pond 


and marsh by the way add to labors 
of military advance here. 


"This river forms 
one 
of 
th<- 


strongest lines of defense 
in 
tho 


west of the Russian Empire. A net- 
work of feeding railways are laid to 
pour men and munitions into any sec- 
tion of this line from any 
interior 


point in the Empire. From Petro- 
grad to Odessa, railways
